Ii
the land be cross plowed so as to leave
the furrows partly open, the seed may be
sown broadcast and harrowed in with
good results, Cotton seed, or the meal
alone, or in compost with acid phosphbata
and potash, makes an excellent fertilizer
for oats. The crop requires rather more
ammonia and potash than the percentage
usually found in commercial emmoniat-
ed phosphates,
